0 Before You Use This Firearm 

It is very important that you read and understand 
this manual before using your firearm. Warnings 
are highlighted in red, and should be read and 
heeded carefully. Also follow "Marlin's Guide to 
Gun Safety", in this manual. 

* WARNING: We specifically cteetaim leaponaibility for 
any damage or injury occurring wilb a Martin firearm m 
which faulty, non-siandard, ■ remanufactured', or 
handloatfed (reloaded} ammunition is used. 

♦WARNING: Your rille is Shipped completely assem- 
tiGtf and should not be used Or disassembled without 
fully reading and understanding lha instructions in this 
Owner's Manual. 

* WARNING: Oo nol use ammunition designated 'Shiim 
+P+" in this rifle, The pressures generated by these 
cartridges may cause damage tp the gun. Or personal 
injury. 

* WARNING: Sub-SOnic ammunition Will tire in IhiE rffte, 
but may not cycle the action. (This type of "special' 
ammunition Should always be tested by lots in the 
firearm In which it is to he used.) 

How to Operate the Safety 

* WARNING: Prior to firing, become lamiliar with the 
operation of The safety by practicing with the rifla 
unloaded. 

The safety mechanism is a Garand-type steel fever 
located in (he forward section &f Ihe trigger guard, 
To put the rifle on SAFE, pull the Tever rearwards 
as far as it will go, It will protrude Into the trigger 
guard and the letter 'S' will be visible (See A). 
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SAFfPosWOn FIRE Position 


To move the safety to Ihe FIRE position, push if 
forward as far as it will go. ft will protrude in front 
of the irigger guard, and ths letter "F" will be visi¬ 
ble (See B). 

* WARNING: Never disassemble the aafaty. It has been 
correctly designed, fitted and tested. Any mechanical 
device can Fail, however, so never raty on the salety to 
justify careless handling. Never use a gun with a sale- 
ly that does net function properly. (See instructions lor 
laetOry maintenance in Ibis manual.) 

Other Safety Features 

1. Automatic "Last-Shut" Bolt Hold-Open 
This feaiure is activated whan ihe magazine is 
empty end the last shot has been tired, or whan 
the changing handle is pulled back fully with an 
empty magazine in place (Sea C). The bolt will 
not stay open automatically unless an empty 
magazine is locked in place. To release bolt from 
automatic hold-open position, remove magazine, 
pull charging handle to the roar, and release.

2, Manual Bolt Hold-Open Feature 

In addition to the automatic 'last-shot* boll hold- 
open, the manual bolt hold-open device allows 


you to lock ihe bolt in ihe open position at any¬ 
time. (It can be used whether or not the maga¬ 
zine is iocked in place.) 



Pirff charging handte an ihp way 


First, pull the charging handle all the way back 
(See D1), Then, while holding the handle back, 
push the bolt hold<pen button (located on the 
left side of the magazine housing) up as far as If 
will go (See D2}. Bolt is now manually looked 
open. To dose the bolt, push the bolt hold-open 
button all the way down, pull Ihe charging handle 
back, and release it (See H&l). 
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If an empty magazine is in the gun, the boll wifi 
not close because of Ihe automatic "rasl-shot" 
hoW-opan fealure (See C). If a loaded magazine 
Is in the gun, a cartridge will be chambered 
when you release the boll 
♦ WARNING: When not is use, the safest possible way 
lo handle your hUe is completely unloaded, whh tho 
action open, the safety on SAFE, ihe magazine 
removed, and pointed in a safe direction. 

3. Magazine Disconnect Feature 

As an additional safety feature, your rifle will not 
fire when Ihe magazine ha& been removed trom 
the gun. 

4. Leaded Chamber Indicator 

A netf indicator protrudes from the rear right side 
of the boll when a cartridge is in the chamber. 
This is an instant visua! warning that the cham¬ 
ber is loaded (See E).

How to Load 

■WARNING: Before loading your rille, always check 
the bore to be aura il is Free cf grease, oil or any other 
obstruction. 

Depress the magazine release on the led side of 
the magazine housing (See F), and remove Ihe 
magazine. Insert cartridges as shown in G„ 
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With the gun pointed in a safe direction, and the 
safety on SAFE, insert the loaded magazine fully 
into Its housing, being sure it locks in place. 

Cocked and Ready 

With the safety on SAFE and loaded magazine 
locked in place, ihe rifle in normal shooting posi¬ 
tion, and pointed in a safe direction, puli the 
charging handle all the way back and let H snap 
forward freely (See H&i).

Vcur rifle is now cocked end ready to line as soon' 
as the safety is moved to Ihe FlFiE position. 

How to Fire 

Push the safety to the FIRE position and, wiih the 
gun pointed at the target, squeeze the lugger. 
Since your rifle is a self-loader, after each shot is 
fired it is ready lo be fired again. If you have not 
fired all cartridges at the target, be sure to pul Ihe 
safety on SAFE until you are ready to shoot 
again. 

■WARNING: Because OF its seir-lcading action, always 
assume that ypur rifle is cocked and loaded. 

What to do if rifie fails to fire 

* WARNING: IF you have squeezed Ihe irigger and Ihe 
rille dues not Ike, point the gun in a saFe direction and, 
with Ihe safety on, unload completely {Sea 'How to 
Unload'). 

What to do after an 
underpowered shot 

■WARNING: You can usually tall if a shoi is underpow¬ 
ered by Ilia Tow report ii makes. This can result In a 
bullet being lodged In Ihs bora. An obslructcd bora 
can occur if the cartridge you have fretJ is damaged 
or dericiant in SCma way. 

Should Ihis happen, lo prevent possible injury, or 
damage to Iha gun, not fits again, 

You must completely, dear the action and chamber, 
put Che safety on 'SAFE', and lock through Ihe bare. IF 
the hpre is obstructed, insert a proper size cleaning, 
rod (without a tip) Irom the muzzle end, and push the 
bullel out, If Iho bullet cannot be dislodged by tapping 
trie rod, it should be removed by Marlin Gun Service. 
After removal of the obstruction with a cleaning rod, 
check the bore lor damage. 





How to Unload 

' WARNING: Before you unload, be sure your rifle Is OH 
SAFE and pointed in a sate diratflion. 

Remove the magazine as shown in F, and 
empty all cartridges. Next, clear the action by 
pulling the charging handle all the way back and 
releasing it. Then replace and lock the magazine 
back in position. Pull the changing handle all the 
way back, release it, and it will look In the auto¬ 
matic "last-shot" hold-open position. Finally, 
check the chamber visually to be sure that no 
cartridges remain. 

Sighting 

Your rifle has been slghted-in and lest-fired si 
the factory, Cud to individual shooting character¬ 
istics, however, sighting should be range veri¬ 
fied. 

1, Vertical Correction (elevation): To raise the 
point of impact, raise the rear sight, by moving 
the sight elevator rearward. To lower ih@ point of 
impact, lower the roar sight, by moving the sight 
elevator lorwand. 

2, Horizontal Correction (windage): To move 
(he point of impact fa ihe fail, tap the rear sight 
base to the left. To move the point of impact to 
ihe right, tap the near sight base to the right. 

How to Clean your Rifle 

* WARNING: Never attempt fo wipe down or clean a 
loaded gun. Follow inslructwris under "How so Unload - 
before cleaning. Wear safety glasses while cleaning 
rifle. 

To insure proper functioning of the rifle, you 
must keep the action and magazine clean. 


Disassembly for Cleaning 


With the gun empty and the safety on SAFE, 
remove the magazine. Next, close the aclfan as 
shown in H&i, Turn the gun upside down and 
loosen the front and near take-down screws until 
the stock can be separated from the barreled 
action (These screws do not have to be removed 
from the stock.) (See J). 



Separate slock and barreled action. Next, with 
punch or nail, remove front and rear take-down 
pins. Note: since the front pin has a head on one 
end, ll mrJSf come out on Ihe side of the receiver 
which has the serial number (See K). (Also bo 
sure the headed end of this pin is on the serial 
number side when reassembling.) 





Remove trigger group and bolt stop (which will 
fall free) from receiver (See L), 



trigger group o.wij bp.'i stop, 


Then, with forefinger, pull bolt slightly to the rear, 
and Hfl the muzzle end of the breech bolt from the 
receiver. As you begin to lift the boll out, the charg¬ 
ing handle will become free and can be removed 
(See M). The reooii spring and spring guide are 
now within easy reach for removal (See N). Further 
disassembly of the gun Is not recommended. 

■ WARNING: tf, gt this stage o( disassembly, the mage- 
sine is inserted info housing, and the irtgger is pulled, 
the hammer spring and slrut will Fly Ires, and could 
cause personal Injury.

Clean the bolt, receiver and trigger group thorough¬ 
ly using a toothbrush and a commercial gun clean- 
er.(Be sure to follow manufacturer erf gun cleaners 
directions as some chemicals may damage the 
synthetic trigger guard/magazine housing.} Clean 
tfie tore with powder solvent and brush. For stor¬ 
age, wipe the bore with lightly oiled patch, and tal¬ 
low storage instructions In this manual. 

Reassembly 



Soating (root of tagger group. 


Insert bolt, recoil spring and rod into receiver, and 
reinsiall charging handle through ejection port 
(See M). Position boll stop in receiver as shown in 
O. Insert rear ot trigger group into receiver, line Up 
rear pin holes, and insert pin (See F). 

Ne*t, exert and maintain slight rearward pres¬ 
sure On feed ramp, as shown in O, while seating 
front end of trigger guard. (Important: it teed 
ramp is not preseed reanvard, and holes in bolt 
stop are not aligned, action will not reassemble.) 



With a nail or punch, line up holes in bolt stop 
wilh holes in front of receiver, and insert front 
takedown pin, with ihe flat-headed end on the 
serial number side of Ihe receiver. 


(Important; insertion of this pin should not 
require Ihe use ol a hammer.) 

Replace stock and tighten take-down screws. 
This completes reassembly. 


Storage 

Use only a very thin coat of light oil during below 
freezing conditions. Condensation droplets will 
form soon after ihe gun is brought into a warm 
room, or it may become wet during inclement 
weather. In any case, all moislure should be 
removed. Exterior metal finishes may be wiped 
down with e slightly oiled cloth. For long term 
storage, lightly oil the bore, barrel and action 
with gun oil. Your gun should be completely 
unloaded and slored in a dry area with the action 
open, Never stone your gun in a carrying case. 

Repair Instructions 

Your firearm has been designed, engineered 
and manufactured In accordance with Marlin's 
rigid quality control slandards. However, any 
mechanical device may oceasionaliy reguire 
adjustment or repair Questions regarding ihe 
performance and serviceability of your firearm 
should be addressed to our Gun Service 
Division. You should include the Serial Number, 
Model Number and a full description of the con¬ 
ditions and problems involved. 

Warranty Repairs 

Qur Warranty policy covers all our firearms 
against defects in workmanship or material lor a 
period of two years from the date of purchase to 
the original owner. See the inside front cover of 
this manual for warranty details. Guns requiring 
warranty repairs should be returned to the facto¬ 
ry. Be sure to follow the "Shipping and Handling' - 
inslructions in this manual. 





Non-Warranty Repairs 

A competent gunsmith may be abte to repair your 
gun. If not ship it to the factory, following the 
'Shipping and Handling" insiiucfions In this manual. 
After receivirtg your firearm, we will send you an 
estimate of the repair cost. Repairs will begin upon 
receqpi of your check or money order. If repairs are 
not possible, your gun will be ratumed- 

Shipping and Handling 

When sending your firearm to the factory you 
must follow these instructions. 

1. Prtorio mailing, be absolutely certain lhat Ihe 
chamber, action and magazine of your 
firearm are not loaded (See 'How to Unload" 
in this manual). 

2. Pack your gun carefully. Use ample cushion¬ 
ing material and a sturdy ouler cardboard 
box. Do not ship in a special container which 
you want relumed. 

3. Accessories such as scopes, scope mounts, 
gun case, quick deteoh type swivels, sling 
straps and olhor special appointments should 
be removed prior to returning the firearm, 

4. Inside the box, include a sheet with the fol¬ 
lowing information: model number, serial 
number, description df damage or problem, 
and under what conditions difficulty occurs. 

5. Clearly mark your return address on the out' 
side of the box and on your instruction sheet. 

6. Do not ship live ammunition under any cir¬ 
cumstances. 


7. Ship your firearm via insured Parcel Posl or 
U.P.S. Shipment must be prepaid and 
addressed to:

Health Warning 

Discharging of firearms in poorly venti¬ 
lated areas and handling ammunition 
may cause exposure to lead and/or 
lead compounds. Exposure may 
causa birth defects or damage to the 
kidney, nervous, blood forming and 
reproductive systems. Have adequate 
ventilation at all times, especially in 
confined areas. Wash hands thor¬ 
oughly after shooting, handling ammu¬ 
nition, or cleaning a firearm. Do not 
eat or smoke during these activities.

Marlin strongly recommends that you 
take a hunter safely course, taught by 
a certified instructor, before you use 
this firearm. Your State Fish & Game 
Dept, or a local gun shop can suggest 
courses in your area.

Marl in s Guide to Gun Safety 

1- Handle every gun SB you would a cocked and haded gun. 

2. Keep the safety on- SAFE until you Hue ready to shod. 

3. Be sura of your target before you shoot. 

4. Before target shouting, be sura you have an adequate backstop. Remember, a0 jwfto 
ammunition is dangerous at ranges up to, and in excess of a mile. 

5. Control the muzzle, end never point a gun at anything you don't wanllo shots. 

6. Always wear protective glass® when shading. 

7. Wear hearing protectors when target ShOofrrg. 

3. Do not use modified, rfajnaged or dirty ammunition. 

9. Use only ammunition d the correct caSber, size and bullet shapo. 

10. cartridges that have been improperly handhaded tan damage the gun and cause 
personal injury. 

1 f. Avoid ricochets by never shooting at water, or any hard, flat surface. 

1 2. Be sure no one ia in parfi of ejecting shells. 

13. Never dimb or jump over a fertCG or Cth&r Obstacle with a loaded gun. 

14. Never dimb file or cut of a tree, or tree stand with a loaded firearm. 

15. Never pull a gun toward you by the muzzle. 

16. Avoid alcoholic beverages before and during shooting. 

17. Never use a gun thal falls to function properly. □□ not try to force a jammed action. 
IS- Be sura to keep the barrel and mechanism free of ofcatmctions. 

19. Before clearing, bo sure the chamber, action and magazine are ccmpletety unloaded. 

20. Always unload a gun before atoring, transporting, or leaving unatSsnded. 

£1. Never enter a motor vehicle with a loaded gun. 

£2. Store guns and ammunition separately, locked and beyond the reach of cntoren. 

23, Always carry your rills Gir>pty with the action open, except when you intent to sitooL 

34. Avoid bumping, dropping cr failing any firearm. Bumping, dropping Or jarring haa 
resulted in certain firearms discharging acddemally under some circumstances.
